The love of music came at a very early age for AL PERRY. Born 


in Overton, Texas on July 29, 1933 he had already formed his love 
for music at age five. Not as you or I, but a deep rooted love that 


was to one day make him the genius on the steel guitar and the trem- 
endously talented singer and entertainer that he is now. 


Al's N plurds guitar and sang in the , Ad church, so 
it was only natural that Al would follow in her footsteps. Without 
a single lesson, he would pick up the guitar and practice for hours, 
running back and forth to his mother to play each new tune he would 
figure out. |. Soon Al was playing in the church, too. 


"The family moved to Houston, and at the age of nine, with much pra- 
etice, he was on his first radio show. 


One day AL was ۳۱۹ through a ES village and he heard an old 
Gypsy play some runs on the guitar. Al was spellbound. He stood 
there for what: seemed like an eternity, and listened. When the old 
Gypsy was finished, Al ask if he would show him how to do it. The 
Gypsy said he would give him lessons for 75¢ a lesson. Little Al 
ran all the way home and explained it to his Mom, brought her down 
to listen, and in his winning way (which he still has), talked his 
Mom into letting him have 754 for one lesson. The Gypsy showed him 
a particular run which had intrigued him. Then off for home, where 
he sat for five hours practicing that one run. It took ج‎ whole mon- 
th of practice, just to learn it perfectly, as his little hands were 
too small to reach the notes. But with practice, to which his life 
has been completely dedicated, he finally mastered it. 


Then, someone showed him how to convert his regular style guitar | 
into a steel. Without ever having seen one, he began to play his 
standard guitar like a steel, using ordinary drinking glass for a 
slide bar. WE

Al was eleven now and his family moved to Tyler, Texas. Realizing 
how serious he was with his love for music, and his never ending en- 
ergy, his Dad bought him a steel guitar. He'd heard a tune by Roy 
Acuff on the radio which he loved, and that was the first tune he 
learned. "I'll never forget that song", says Al. "It was 'Blues On 
My Mind.! l practiced that song until it was perfect, then I'd 
call all my friends in to listen. After I had finished, the kids ۱ 
would sorta look at each other, then ran on out to play. That was 
when I realized that my love for music was more than normal. While 
my buddies were HAPPY just to play, I was only content when I was t 
practicing my music.

Al remembers well that he got his steel guitar on a Wednesday, 
and the following Sunday he started playing in church. But then 
again, it was because of practice and his love of music. He had 
learned enough chords in five days to play any song, but just play- 
ing any song did not fill his thirst to play better music. Each 
time he played, he would realize there was so much to learn - and 
the best lesson he learned was’ that one can never learn all there is 
to know about music. So for the nont six months Al did nothing but 
go to school and practice. 


Still 11 years old, he heard about a group of fellows playing on 
& local radio station. He approached them and got the job. About 
this time he wanted more lessons, so he uowed lawns and had a paper 
route to earn money for lessons. A year later, Al became a teacher 
for the man who had taught him. 


At the age of 15, while still in school, he organized his own 
group. They played three local radio shows à day with Al singing 
and playing the guitar. In his spare time he was still teaching. 
He put the same effort into perfecting his singing voice and show- 
manship as he had in learning to play the guitar. Even now, Al puts 
in many hours learning all the new songs by heart and is able to 
answer almost any ا‎ 4% for a song made by his fans. 


While in nien school he loved sports, but not having time to 
join all of them, he chose his favorite, boxing, and was Light-Heavy 
Weight ۳ on of: the school. 


At 17, Al moved to Wichita Falls, Texas were he Wanted a daily 
radio show, and to make ends meet, he worked. in an iron factory. 
There was also the Saturday Night Barn Dance and several EE 
appearances. BILLY Walker was on the same show. 


1952 found AI as-a regular ha na Louisiana Hayride, which feat- 
ured at that time, Slim Whitman, Faron Young, end the man that was 
to become his ideal, Hank Williams. . .To this day, he will listen 
to tapes he has made from all of Hank's albums. Just a mere lad of 
18, with more music behind him than most men learn in a lifetime, Al 
made the move to Jacksonville, Florida. He continued hu +9 
work on radio, and do personal appearances. 


The next few years he traveled to many different places, working 
all the time, 'till he came to California where he accepted a job in 
the managerial capacity of the Amplifier Division of a leading guit- 
ar company. At this time, Smokey Rogers become.a great friend and 
helped him in many ways. | :

Q. Just what do you do about prexies and fans who are too demanding 
and impatient when you've given them valid and reasonable reasons 


| for any delay and they won't accept it or understand it? 


I don't have anyone like this in K-Bar-T, and neither do I remember 
having any such members when I was running a fan club. I don't 
think I have to remind you that the member is entitled to all that 
he was promised for his dues, and it is understandable that a prexy 
will be late with material occasionally, but if it happens more 
than once a year, the member has every right to question the prexys 
capabilities. I'm sorry if that's not the answer you expected, or 
wanted, but I DON'T believe there are excuses enough (o cover up a 
prexy's being late with material repeatedly. 


How do you go about. getting names from past presidents of members 
who are interested in knowing what the star is doing, when you have 
the star's authorization to publish newsletters to interested per- 
ties?

I have often wondered this myself, and uy own conclusion is that 
"ost important of all is the lyrics of &à song. .And then of equal 
importance is the voice - the two must be a perfect blend, to pro“ 
duce a hit record, I think. I think the least important of all 
is the publicity, or promotion on the record. If the record is 
good, it's going to hit anyway, and if.it isn't, no amount of pro- 
motion will make it a hit. That my opinion......if I'm wrong, 
somebody speak up!

Have you ever considered à special column for the musicians? 
What did you have in mind? I'm always opeu to suggestion, and 
eager to do anything to iuprove our publications.

Perhaps the following paragraphs will not meet with some country fans 
approval, but before this article is picked apart, please read it com- 
pletely through and then sit back a moment and think it over careful- 
ly. Think back whether at times this has occurred during your visits 


to Country Music Shows. Most of us are so over-flowing with love for | 
this kind of music that perhaps this has’ gone over our heads, and Wen 
have not given it uuch thought. Has it been an idea that has been 


buried in the back of our minds, and has laid dormant so to speak for 
quite some time? 


It was ی‎ to my mind some time back when I heard one of the top 
selling Country Artists pass the remark just as he was about to step 
on stage; "Well, guess I will have to go out on stage and entertain 
those ignorant 1044.0 841" I thought, as I stood there and listened 
to the sound of applause rock to the rafters of the large Auditoruim 
as this artist walked on stage....."Are we fools to be sitting here 
watching this person perform who just insulted our integrity, and of 
whom we have elevated to the top by supporting the sbows he has been 
on, buying his recordings, and requesting his records on radio stat- 
ions?" This worried me so greatly after this show was over that I 
decided that when I had the opportunity to go to more shows I would | 
stand in the background and take mental notes just how many of the 
Country Artists I would be seeing that would be doing the same une 


I had always thought the majority respected their fans, as it seems 
when they are on stage they seem to be playing to each one individua- 


lly, but after hearing this remark it stirred a doubt in my mind that | 
had sort of been floating around for some time. I was shocked over 
a period of time just how many had the attitude.their audience were | 
(to put it nicely) 'ignorant!. To them we were just plain 'country 


hicks! with no class, as one of them came right out aud said. What 
has come over these people who started out as little country folk??? 
Has the bright star that shines on them at the top of the ladder of 
success blinded them to who helped them up each rung of that ladder 
to get to tbe top? Have they forgotten so quickly the little down- 
to-earth fan?? Or have some of them decided that because they recei- 
ved a helping hand from another artist (who it seems has also been 
forgotten) that that was the only thing that helped them gain the top 
position? How very foolish they must be, to be so egotistical. This 


is conceit beyond all, because if it were not for the above mentioned 


help of the fans they could: not have 28+ the position they had attai- 
ned. 


Indeed yes, there are pros......seasoned, successful, hard working 
Country Artists who love their fans and never fail to show it. But 
these are few in comparison to those who it seems do not care one way 
or another. i

Would it be that since these artists have risen to the top of their 
proféssional careers and now are facing the decision of going over 
to the 'middle of the road! sound, or the new 'Nashville sound' they 
feel inwardly ashamed of us?: Could it be they are inwardly ashamed 
of their country music background, and feel very insecure that they 
won't be accepted in the new field they are hoping to enter into? 

If so, they had better stay on the country music side of the fence. 
We love theu as they used to be, and could never be ashamed of them. 


May I ask one last question? -- "Mr. Artist, will you one day be 
cast aside by the middle of the road folks like it appears you are 
doing to us???? The same treatment you are handing out can turn a- 
round and be given you. The shoe put on the other foot does not 
feel so comfortable, you will find out. Please do not view your 
self as a unique individual owing feeling to no one. I for one feel 
deeply sorry for you!"

To get even closer to the field of country music, Trina had started 
to work in fan clubs, trying to help where help was needed most - the 
newer artists who always find it hard to get that first big break. 
Over a period of years, Trina headed fan clubs for Sunshine Ruby, of 
the Big D. Jamboree in Dallas....Peggy Upton, of Oklahoma City, and 
for "Balin! Wire Bob" Strack.........all of whom left the field, for 
one reason or another. (Could this be a sign of something??????) 
Actuallr, both Peggy and Ruby married, started raising families, and 
Just quit the business. Bob Strack, who some of you will remember 
as having MC'd the famous "Red River Roundup", a night-time program 
heard over KWKH in Shreveport, Louisiana.

The newsletter can keep the members 
informed on the artist's activities, his appearances, and his record 
releases..:;...so that they can be johnny-on-the-spot with their supp 
ort. This is particularly helpful in keeping the reps. informed on 
the star's travels, they can alert area members when the star is to 
appear in their area, thus assuring greater support for his shows. 
It can also be helpful if reps. are supplied with membership blanks 
to take to these shows where the artist appears, as fans are just 
naturally more receptive after watching the artist perform. 


The FIRST rule of all must apply to the club president, because the 
reps. can do nothing unless they are kept informed! ۸ھ‎ successful 
club must have equal cooperation. from the president and her reps., 
because the work of one is dependant on the other. 


The president MUST keep her reps. up-to-date with addresses of state 
members, and in a large, active club, this might be easier handled 
if member files are kept by states, instead of alphabetically. The 
names of state reps. should be announced, and members asked to dáre- 
ct any questions to the reps. This would lighten the prexy's heavy 
mail load, and also encourage closer relationship between the rep. 
and her state members. 


The reps., if active and alert, can assume almost half the responsi- 
bility of the club, as far as member contact is concerned. And 
CONTACT is the key word for keeping the members happy and satisfied. 
So, if the reps. assume the responsibility of providing contact with 
the members, this leaves the president more time to devote to the 
duties which she must handle. 


least once a month! This can be done by way of a monthly rep. let- 
ter. This letter should inform the reps. of.current news regarding 
artist and club; the artist's. show dates for the month; the name, 
address and meubership expiration dates for each new and renewal 
member of her/his state; address changes for the members in her/his 
state; and any other news that the reps. should be made aware of. 


Any problems concerning individual states should be handled by per- 
sonal letter between the club president and state rep. 


So, the following suggestions for representatives are offered as a 
basic guideline, and each club president who wishes to use them may 
use all, or any part of them, taking the ones which will suit your 
purpose, and discarding the rest.
